While, for statistical pur- 
poses, fires caused by matches and 
those caused by smoking are usually 
grouped together, the National 
Fire Protection Association is of the 
opinion that the careless use of the 
match is the greater hazard of the

Unnecessary deaths, injuries, and 
loss of property are due to fires 
started by children playing with 
matches before they have learned 
how to use them safely.

Fires have been started by~mat- 
ches which were carried by birds or 
rats inio walls or crevices. When 
used as biiilding material for nests, 
matehts near steam pipes or chim- 
meys have been ignited by the 
heat.

The most common ‘combustible 
material used in matches is a com- 
pound of phosphorus. White phos- 
phorus was once commonly used, 
But because of the fact that white 
phosphorus, when inhaled by match 
factory workers and when swal- 
lowed by persons chewing on mat- 
ches, is harmful the United States 
in 1913, following the lead of other 
countries, put a heavy tax on the use 
of white phosphorus.in making mat- 
ches, which has had a, prohibitive 
effect on their manufacture. Red 
phosphorus is not as poisonous as 
white, uence the red phosphorus 
match factory environment is safer. 
Since red phosphorus has a much 
higher kindling temperature, those 
matches are safer for shipping and 
storing. Phosphorus sesquisulfide 
is sometitnes used in making match- 
es and is not a8 poisonous as white 
phosphorus.

There are two general types of 
matches, The strike - anywhere 
match has all of the chemicals 
necessary for ignition compounded 
together in the bulb of the match. 
The strike - on ~ the - box match 
has the chemicals with the lowest 
kindling temperature in the “strik- 
er” on the side of the box. The 
other chemicals are in the bulb 
of the match. Ini this way -it js 
dificult to strike the strike-on-the- 
box match anywhere except on the 
box itself.

Matches should never be carried 
into any storage room containing 
inflammable or explosive materials; 
nor should they be carried when 
handling or working with inflam-- 
mable or explosive materials. One 
should use a flashlight of electric 
torch when rummaging around in a 
closet, attic, basement or garage, 
since combustible materials may be 
in such places.

It is recommended that burned 
matches be broken in two to insure 
that the flame is extinguished before 
the match.is thrown away.

Stone jars of sand are safe and 
useful receptacles in public buildings 
for burned matches and cigaret 
stubs. Metal and glass ash trays 
are also safe places, provided wads 
of paper have not been put there, 
too. Burned matches should never 
be thrown into wastebasket or con- 
tainer of inflammable materials.

In the open, care should be taken 
not to discard burned matches near 
dry leaves or grass. Many forest 
fires are caused by the failure to 
make certain that the match has 
been extinguished before throwing 
it away.

-As seen from a comfortable stéam- 
er chair, the New Oreleans water 
front looks like an unbroken line of 
ships straining at the wharves, with 
decks burning beneath a brutal sun, 
under which sweating men load and 
unload precious cargoes. 

OLD MAN RIVER races past 
the levees Tmpatient to reach the 


~ Gulf, depositing his collection of 


dirt and debris throughout the Delta 
as he passes. Finally the River 
sweeps into the blue of the Gulf 
where sharks, porpoises, and tarpon 
test the skill of the deepsea fisher- 
man. 

South of Venice the levees disa- 
ppear; the land is vast and flat, with 
treacherous swamps, Modest shacks 
rise above the soggy soil on pilings 
sunk in shifting hillocks that devas- 
tating winds and rain dissolve away. 
During a hurricane this lonely reg- 
ion is swept clean by its force— 
everything that man built disap- 
pears.

“Foxier” Than A Fox

America’s prowling prairie wolf, 
the coyote, “is every bit as artful 
as Brer Fox, according to a Texan 
ex-cowboy, now turned writer, Prof, 
J. Frank Dobie. 


One day, for example, a fellow 
cowpuncher of his saw a bunch 
of cranes in the grass, gathered 
close together with stretched necks, 
watching with fascination a coyote 
400 yards away, turning soter- 
saults and capering round and 
round to hold their attention. 

Sut all the while the free show 
was in progress another coyote was 
creeping stealthily towards them 
from the rear... until he was near 
enough to spring and catch one of 
the cranes before they could fly 
off. The first coyote then ceased his 
antics, ran up, grabbed the crane 
and ate it. 

Pretended Death 


Here is an interesting instance 
of the wily coyote's trick of sham- 
ming death to gain a meal, 

A man saw a coyote suddenly 
stop, fall to the earth and stretch 
out like a dead animal. He supposed 
the animal had been poisoned, as 
people in the vicinity were putting 
down strychnine. But presently he 
noticed a buzzard wheeling earth- 
ward over the coyote. Before long 
the bird of, carrion alighted near 
the motionless body and hopped 
near it. Just as it was within reach, 
the coyote spraig up, seized the 
buzzard by the neck, killed and ate 
it. 

It's also known that the coyote 
produces a queer kind. of bark by 
placing his lower jaw against the 
ground and his foot into his mouth, 
It's believed, too, that to “break 
up” his voice vibrates his lower 
jaw from side to side while bark- 
ing and makes his chest shiver by 
stamping the ground with rigid 
forelegs. 

When two coyotes sing a duet, 
according to the observer, they 
don’t bark hapahzardly, or in unison 
but catch each other up with light- 
ning quickness, producing such a 
torrent of barks-that they sound like 
a large pack. \) 

An army cut out hunting 
in the Monterey Mills,.tells how hé 
saw three coyotes, shot at them, 
and brought one tumbling down the 
steep slope. To his surprise the 
other two followed—and actually 
bolstered up their wounded com- 
rade and assisted him out of sight! 

In his absorbing book, “The 
Voice of the Coyote,” Prof. Dobie 
has some highly interesting tales 
to tell of coyotes, even touching 
on them as weather-forecasters and 
warners of impending death.

For five years, William R. Mac- 
leod was highly regarded as & 
physician and surgeon in various 
American hospitals. In one Brook- 
lyn hospital he delivered no fewer 
than 475 babies. Yet he has never 
even possessed a high scheol diplo- 
ma-—let alone a medical degree! 


Even Judge John T. McCormick, 
who recently imposed a year's jail 
sentence on Macleod, came under 
his care as a patient last July. 
“He seemed to be the real McCoy 
among doctors,” declares the Judge. 

Macleod is a Canadian who serv- 
ed as a private in the U.S, Forces 
during the war. While helping a 
hacteriologist in the Medical Corps 
he read all the books on medicine 
he could find, and in 1945 became 
a self-styled—and highly 
ful-—doctor.

Lighthouse Tending 
Not All Boredom 


The average landsman probably 
thinks of life in a lighthouse «as 
mainly a struggle against boredom. 
He imagines that, isolated in their 
granite towers, the keepers live a 
secure and uneventful existence in 
which the greatest hazard is the fail- 
ure of the relief boat to reach them 
at the appointed time. 

Yet this is by no means the case. 
There has been in the annals of the 
lighthouse service enough of mys- 
tery and tragedy to satisfy the most 
adventurous imagination. 

Consider, for example, the experi- 
ence undergone by a keeper at a 
lighthouse at the end of the eigh- 
teenth century. The weather was so 
bad during one winter that no com 
munication with the land was pos- 
sible for a period of nearly four 
months. 

Nevertheless, the relief boat made 
several unsuccessful attempts to ap- 
proach the Tock. 

After‘one attempt it returned with 
the report that a man could be seen 
standing upright and motionless on 
the lantern gallery with the distress 
flag floating beside him. 

Whether he was alive or dead it 
was impossible to tell, but as the 
lamp shone out every night it was 
obvious that the work of theelight- 


house was being carried on as 
usual. 
Month’s Torture 
The ‘mystery was solved by a 


local fisherman who managed to 
land on the rock in a moment of 
calm. He found that one of the 
keepers ‘had died of fever and that 
his companion, afraid of being sus- 
pected of murder if he had flung 
the body into the sea, had placed it 
in a canvas shroud and securely 
bound it to the gallery. 

Strangely enough, a keeper in the 
Eddystone lighthouse had precisely 
the same experience some years 
earlier. Im this instance, however, 
the survivor was forced to spend 
a whole month inside the tower 
with the body of his companion,

Search For Cause 
Of “Baby Measles’ 


oy 


The cause of roseola, or “baby 
measles,” one of the most common 
and frightening but least dangerous 
diseases of infants, has been, traced 
by scientists in the University of 
California to a virus, it was an- 
nounced recently. Mansy physicians, 
particularly in Europe, have main- 
tained that the ailment, which 
causes great concern among parents, 
is not a specific disease but merely 
an allergic reaction. 

Roseola’ infantum, also known as 
exanthema subitum (surprise rash) 
afflicts. almost all children, some 
time between the ages of 6 months 
and 2 years. It usually starts with a 
fever, the temperature often rising 
to as high as 105 degrees. The fever 
lasts about three days, then drops 
precipitously. A rash then develops, 
lasts for a day, and the <disease is 
terminated. It is a mild infection, 
there being no records of fatalities. 

The scientists began their investi- 
gation by taking blood serum from 
a diseased infant. They passed it 
through a filter that permits only 
viruses, to go through its minute 
pores, On injecting the filtered ma- 
terial into monkeys, the roseola was 
readily developed in the animals, 
marking the first time that the dis- 
ease has been successfully trans- 
mitted. From this it is concluded 
that roseola is a definite disease and 
that it is caused by a virus. 


The California scientists now have 
started a search for reservoirs of 
the virus. Since the disease fre- 
quently occurs among infants who 
are most carefully protected against 
exposure to sick children or infants, 
the scientists concluded that if the 
infectious agent is acquired from 
other human beings, it might be 
from otber human beings, it might 
be from a healthy person, 

The evidence 
indicates, something like herpes 
simplex—a very common virus in- 
fectien that fever blisters. 
The investigators believe that, like 
herpes, the roseola virus may be 
present nearly all the time in the 
oral passages of n arly all adults—

A Real Bargain

Seventy-five years ago last Nov- 
ember Benjamin Disraeli (Lord 
Beaconsfield) brought off the most 
spectacular financial coup in Bri- 
tain’s histtory. 

In November, 1875, it was an- 
nounced that the Khedive of Egypt, 
Ismail Pasha, was in urgent need 
of funds and was negotiating with 
certain French banks for the sale 
er mortgage of hig shares in the 
Suez Canal. 

If this sale had been allowed to 
take place Britain’s most important 
connecting. link with India would 
have been severed at a most Critical 
period in her history. 

Determined that the canal should 


not become entirely French, Dis: . 


raeli on his own initiative, since 
Parliament was not then sitting, 
borrowed nearly $20,000,000- from 
his friend Baron Rothschild, and 
snapped up the Khedive'’s 176,602 
shares on behalf of the British 
Government. 

His daring action was not consti- 
tutional, but it was a fine invest- 
ment for Britain. j 

Today those shares are worth 
considerably more than 100 million 
dollars, and for the last half cen- 
tury the annual dividend has rarely 
been less than 20 per cent of the 
original purchase price. 

Strategically the Suez Canal is 
of the utmost importance to the 
Royal Navy, especially during 
periods of international tension. 

It enables the Mediterranean Fleet 
to be moved either east’ or west 
as occasion. arises. Control of the 
approaches to the canal by HLM. 
warships is essential to the cohe- 
sion of the British Empire. 

Egypt lies athwart our path to 
the Far East, and if the Suez 
Catal fell into the hands of a hos- 
tile power the shortest route to the 
Far East would be blocked. 


New Canal Proposed 

The canal’s future is a major 
problem among. statesmen of the 
Western World. Although regarded 
as an international waterway, free 
to all nations in peace or war, the 
canal is, nevertheless, a private 
enterprise. 

Ferdinand De Lesseps built this 
miracle of engineering on land 
leased to him by the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment. é 

That lease expires in 1968, when, 
as in the case of leasehold property 
generally, it reverts back to the 
owners of the land, in this case the 
Egyptian Government. 

Some predict that before the 
lease, expires Britain and the United 
States will have built another canal 
to rival that of De Lesseps, cutting 
straight through from Gaza on the 
Paelstine coast to the Gulf of 
Akaba, the north-eastern extremity 
of the Red Sea. 

Engineers have estimated that 
with modern “engineering tech- 
niques, such a canal, 150 miles long, 
could be/completed in two years. 

The Suez Canal took ten years 
and cost ‘some $85 million to build. 
From Port Said on the Mediterra- 
nean to Suez on the Red Sea, it is 


Solved A Mystery 
Centuries Old 


For four centuries the world’s 
greatest navigators had risked their 
lives and their ships to find a sea 
route north of America which 
would offer a short cut to India 
and the Far East. 

All had failed. 

Then in the late autumn of 1850 
two little ships, the “Enterprise” 
and the “Investigator,” slipped 
away under the command of Captain 
Robert John LeMesurier McClure, 
R.N., in an endeavour to solve the 
mystery of the disappearance in the 
frozen seas of Sir John Franklin. 

Sir John had set sail five years 
earlier with a hundred and thirty 
picked men from the Royal Navy 
to find the elusive North-West 
Passage. 

He had not feturned, and Mc- 
Clure’s ships were two of many 
sent to find him. 

“Freezing Horror” 

Unlike the other ships, however, 
the “Enterprise” and “Investigator” 
went via the Pacific and the Bering 
Strait. Battered by the pack ice 
and blind in the Aretic darkness, 
they lost each other. 

The captain of the “Investigator” 
decided to return, but McClure 
pushed on till he reached Banks 
Land. 

Then his ship became hopelessly 
locked in the frozen waste, and 
there began two years of what 
one of his officers described as 
“unmitigated, freezing horror.” 

Yet in spite of privation, hunger 
and cold, McClure explored and 
surveyed the island on which he 
was imprisoned, and sent sledging 
parties over the ice to map the 
contours of neighbouring land 
masses.» 

Because his gallant little ship 
withstood all the efforts of “the 
ice to grind her to pieces, McClure 
gave the name of Mercy Bay to 
that part. of the coast where his 
ship was locked in. 

Ocean to Ocean 

By the spring of 1854 half his men 
were dying. A few of the fit were 
just getting ready to start overland 
in a desperate attempt to get help 
when another British expedition 
found them. 

McClure reluctantly decided to 
abondon his,ship and sledge across 
the ice with his crew to join one 
of the rescue ships, which thea 
returned with him to the Atlantic. 

Thus he was the first"man in his- 
tory to cross via the north of 
America from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic, a feat which.earned him 
a knighthood and a sum of $50,000 
voted by Parliament. 

He had solved the mystery of 
the North-West passage, for he had 
shown that a ‘water and ice pas- 
gage existed from ocean to ocean,

In the present tense 
atmesphere an enemy-planted or 
merely a carelessly repeated false. 
report could start much needless 
trouble—unless — citizens refuse to 
be transmitters. That is the second 
rule for individuals—don’t pass on 
the mental contagion of a scafe. 

As to the general peril of free 
peoples there is ample evidence. 
For specific warnings official chan- 
nels of information are provided. 
Those who understandingly rely 
on God for guidance will listen so 
intently for the still small voice 
that no “hush-hush” rumors’ can 
victimize them.

flavor at second or ~ third hand.

Less than a century ago vast 
herds of American bison or buffalo 
roamed the mid-western plains of 
Canada and the United States. For 
many years these hardy animals 
were the ch'ef source of meat for 
the Indians and the advance guard 
of early white settlers pushing west- 
ward in .heir covered wagons. 
Today as the result of the whole- 
gale slaughter during — the last 
contury, the once prolific builalo 
exists only in a few scatiered herds 
in‘ game preserves. But if the 
extens ve experiments of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture's Experi- 
menal Farms Service prove suc- 
cessful in crossing domestic cattle 
and buffalo, then the desirable 
characters of the, American bison 
will not be lost, and Canadian con- 
sumers may at least have a dash of 
buffalo blood in their beefsteaks.

For more than 30 years the Ex- 
perimental Farms Service has been 
trying to develop useful hybrid 
strains embodying the desirable 
characters of the American bison 
with the best features of certain 
domestic beef cattle breeds. The 
hybrids, whatever the percentages 
of domestic and buffalo blood, are 
termed “Ca.talos.” One great. and 
continuing problem in creating a 
Cattalo breed of beef cattle is a 
lack of fertility in the males, says 
K. Mackenzie of the Range Experi- 
ment Station at Many berries, 
Alberta. He has found thai this 
lack of male fertility persists in 
succeeding generations of hybrids, 
Experiments to dafe show that even 
after buffalo blood is reduced to a 
low percentage, only a few male 
Cattalos are fertile,

Early in the testis it was found 
that: the most satisfactory ‘cross 
resulted from the mating of a 
domestic bull to a buffalo cow.

Scottis], boy, James Watt, sat on the 
hearth in his midther’s cottage, in- 


tently watching the steam rising 


from. the mouth of the tea kettle, 


and of the great role which this 


boy afterwards 


assumed in the 
world. It was in 1763, 
when he was twenty-eight and had 
the +ppointment of mathematical- 
instrument maker to the “University 
of Glasgow, that a model of New- 
comen’s steam pumping engine was 
brought into his shop for repairs. 
One can perhaps imagine the feel- 
ings with which James Watt, inter- 
ested from his youth in mechanical 
and scientific instruments, partit- 
ularly tllose which dealt with steam, 
regarled this Newcomen engine, 
Now his interest was vastly quick- 
ened. He set up the model and oper- 
ated it, noticed how the alternate 
heating and cooling of its cylinder 
wasted power, and concluded, after 
some weeks of experiment, that, in 
order to make the engine practic- 
able, the cylinder must be kept hot, 
“always as hot as the steam which 
entered it.”

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GOT A WORLD-SHATTERING IDEA 


THEN SAID “FOOL THAT I WAS” 


Every day millions of men, the 
world over, hack off hundreds of 
thousands of miles of hair from 
countless acres of faces. 


The harvesting of this formidable 
crop has invoked more oaths and 
lamentations threugh the ages than 
any other toilet activity. It is of 
great antiquity writes Jeff Peters 
m “Ariswers”. 

Bronze Age razors have been un- 
earthed and metal razors used in 
Egypt in 3400 B.C. have been dis- 


covered. Farther back ‘the. first 
yazors were probably sharpened 
fiints. Before that the technique 


was probably to pluck the hairs 
eut—a method that is still in use 


. im parts of China to-day. 


Male agony began to ease in the 
early 19th, century when the tech- 


. nique of hollow grinding was evolv- 


ed. Until then steel razors were 
wedge-shaped, tapering to a sharp 
edge. They were hard to sharpen. 
The trick of hollowing out the sides 
wf the blade by grinding made it 
easier to sharpen and improved the 
eutting edge. 
That Sharp Edge 

The cut-throat is still the razor 
favoured by most barbers, who as- 
ert that you can get a closer shave 
with it than with any other razor, 
But in every day use it is out- 
mumbered by the safety, 

The first safety razor was design- 
ed by a Frenchman, Perret, in 1771. 
He made a razor with a small blade 
placed in a holder so that only the 
edge could touch the face. But 
although Perret’s razor worked, the 
world had to wait another 150 years 
before the efforts of an American, 
King ©. Gillette, made the safety 
sazor as universal in modern bath- 
rooms as toothpaste. : 

A razor was only a sharp edge, 
he argued, The rest but-a support 
for this edge. Why Spend time and 
labour forging a big piece of sicel, 
hardening and grinding it, and riv- 
etting a handle to it, Why not make 
a blade that could be used once and 
thrown away? 

“1 stood there before the mirror 
in a trance of joy at what I saw,” 
he wrote. He sent off a letter to his 
wife. “I've got it; out fortunes are 
made.” 

Gillette. strode blithely to a near- 
‘by hardware store, bought brass 
lengths of clock spring steel, a 
hand-vice and files. : 

“Fool that 1 was,” he said later. 
“l knew little about razors and 
practically nothing about steel, and 
could not foresee the trials and trib- 
ulations I was to pass through be- 
fore the razor was a success.” 

One of his biggest headaches was 
to find a thin steel that would keep 
flat when sharpened. For six years 
Gillette played round with his bits 
of stee| and tried to find someone 
to back his idea with hard cash. 

In 1901 he met William Nicker- 
son- a mechanic, who ironed out 
some of the technical snags. More 
struggles lay ahead, but the razor 
was now a praciical propos-tion, 
and they found backer. : 

Gillette's Boston, U.S.A., factory, 
started in 1905, to-day turns out 27 
million blades a week and 16 million 
razors a year. The London factory 
makes 10 million blades a week. 

Two Rivals 

Another landmark in the Battle 
o’ Whiskers came with the inven- 
tion by another American, N. J. 
Gaisman, of a stroppable safe.y 
razor. He offered the idea to Gil- 
‘ette who turned it down. 

Gaisman consequertly started to 
manufacture on bis own account. 

He, too, had an uphill struggle at 
first, but by the end of the 1920's 
the autéstrop razor was a formid- 
able rival to Gillette’s blades. 

In 1930 the two American. com 
panics nierged, 


Other manufacturers were soon 
producing safety blades. Other in- 
yentors were busy, too, and elec- 
tricity was about +a be harnessed 


to the problem. 
In 1919 Colonel Jacob Schick re 
tried from the American Army be- 


cause of ill-health, A iew years 
later, while recovering from a 
sprained ankle and growing an ‘irri- 
tating crop of whiskers in the Alas- 
kan wilds. Schick experienced much 
the same sort of inspiration as that 
which had burst upon Gillette. Why 
not a shearing edge and blade ona 
powerful little motor he asked him- 
self as he thought the problem over. 

Schick was an engineer and in- 
ventor, and was better eguipped 
than Gillette. 


But even so, it was still several 
years before Schick had solved his 
problems, The original factory in 
1930 had a staff of two—Schick 
and a helper. The first electric dry- 
shaver came on the market in 1931 
in the middle of the Big Slump. 
It was a compact little gadget with 
cutting teeth moving at the rate of 
7:200 times a minute. 


Inventions to Come? 


Other manufacturers came into 
the field, some with different ideas 
for heads and cutting edges. All 
dryshavers, ‘whether electric or 
hand-driven, work broadly on the 
game principle. Blades or teeth, 
moving at high speeds, cut or pul- 
verize thewbairs as they project 
through rofiid holes or slots in a 
shaving head, 

Razors, whether cut-throats, safe- 
ties or dry-shavers, are all gadgets 
for cutting hairs. Perhaps at this 
moment an unknown is afire with a 
revolutionary idea for burning the 
hairs away with a harmless ray. Or 
with a scheme for an effecive hair 
remover—or better still, something 


that will stop hairs from growing at 
all. 


‘One Of The Oldest 


Arts—Ropem aking 


is one of the oldest of the arts. The 
Egyptians and the Chinese did it; 
the American Indians and the Poly- 
nesians did it; the Romans and the 
Greeks and the Anglo-Saxons did 
it. Boston imported a ropemaker 
from England as early as 1641; by 
1794 there were fourteen ropewalks 
in that town alcne; by 1810 there 
were 173 ropewalks in the United 
States. But competition constantly 
reduced their numbers, while output 
increased. 

The essential processes of rope- 
making are the same now as in 
1824, although machines have im- 
mensely speeded up every process. 
The fibre, purchased in great bales 
as it came from a warehouse on the 


Baltic or a “hemp mill” in the 
American West, first had to be 
hackled. This was a process like 


combing a lady’s long hair: 

Every subsequent operation, ¢x- 
cept the tarring, had to be perform- 
ed in a ropewalk, when Plymouth 
Cordage was founded. Originally a 
ropewalk was a level yard or field 
marked out with a series of pegged 
posts on which the yarn, strand or 
rope hung as 
spun, formed or laid. The vagaries 


was fast as it was 
of New England weather required 
ropewalks .o be and by 
1824 these long wooden sheds with 


covered, 


square wit.dows, resembling a mod- 
ern “roadside diner” pulled. out to 
thirty times its length, were famil- 
iar features of almost every sea- 
board town, There were already one 
or more in Plymouth in 1824. Ow- 
ing to the use of tar in ropemaking, 
ropewalks frequently burned down 
and selectmen were always trying 
to push .bem ont into the country. 
In Boston for instance, the princi- 
pal ropewalks in 1819 were on the

Playing Chess 
By Machinery 


It is possible to devise machines 
that could learn t6 play chess and 
jronow- 
ski, British mathematician, in a 
contribution to “Nature,” British 
scientific journal. Machines can be 
made to make the move at 
each step in a game of tic-tac-toe 
or chess by providing them, with a 
mechanism for learning, he writes. 
When playing against a sertes of 
human opponents, he asserts, “such 
a machine may. never do much 
better than draw. A good human 
player against the same opponents 
may score more wins by making tn- 
sound but more puzzling moves.” 
On the other band, he continues, 
a machine can be made to imitate 
the human player. Instead of play- 
ing perfectly, it made to 
play well by the inclusion of an 
emoirical’ or statistical mechanism 
One unit would 
hic mechine experiment with 
different alternatives each time 
certain positions are reached, The 
second would count the results and 
relate them to the alternatives cho- 
sen, while the third unit’ would steer 
the machine inio the lines of play 
that had been winning most often. 
Could Classify Players 
“Indeed, the mechanism can be 
made more subtle,” Dr. Bronowski 
states. “The second unit could also 
be made to classify players, say by 
the'r opening moves, into the bold 
and the timid. The third unit would 
ihen, in a given end game, choose 
the move which had wor most 
often against players of that type. 
“By putting in .a mechanism 
which estimates the probability of 
success in the future by analyzing 
the distr’bution of successes in the 
past, it is possible to devise a ma- 
chine so.that it learns, matures and 
even develops a style.

$2,497,376,342. Deposits now $2,337,- 
503,468, highest in Canadian bank- 
ing history. Loans show marked 
gain.

Marked growth in every depart- 
ment and the establishment of new 
high records in the field of Cana- 
dian banking are revealed in the 
balance sheet of The Royal Bank 
of Canada, just issued. 

Covering the year ending Novem- 
ber 30, 1950, the balance sheet 
shows total assets of $2,497,376,342. 
This total repfesents an increase of 
$162,390,988 over the record figure 
of a year ago. 

Deposits have moved up, to

So it has been since 
time began that each nation pros- 
pered only so long as its agricul- 
ture prospered.”

If those words make you feel 
like ducking toward the nearest 
bomb-shelter, set your mind at rest. 
The nation Mr. Snyder wati speak- 
ing about was China, not ‘Canada; 


and he coupled the remark with the 


warning that the fate of cur pre- 
sent civilization hinges largely on 


what we do about soil conservation 


in the next few Years.

Such a warning is by sno means 
new. But it is one that can hardly 
be repeated too often.

For a prosperous agriculture good 
land management is a necesuity, this 
soil expert siates. This means the 
complete utilization of all hinds for 
continued maximum production. To 
attain this we rust control erosion, 
conserve water and return to the 
soil the needed plant food and 
minerals. 

* * * 

Erosion control may be accom- 
plished by contour ploughing, s.rip 
cropping. erecting wind breaks and 
keeping land too steep for cultiva- 
tion in sod, By terracing and con- 
tour cropping, water can be better 
controlled, Stubble mulching and 
leaving crop residue on ‘he sur- 
face are effective in preventing both.

The soil, climate and nature of 
the crop determine the s:inds of 
plant food needed. Each individual 
farmer must find out what nutrients 
his farm and crops require and 
apply. them accordingly. H gh per- 
acre yields can be obtained hy keep- 
ing the soil nearly neutral in re- 
action and well supplied with or- 
ganic matter and available plant 
food by the judicious use of crop

The use of feathers as a feed 
supplement for poultry is being ex~ 
perimented with at a western re- 
gional research laboratory. Accord- 
ing to the research workers, feathers 
are high in arginine, one of the 
amino acids considered essential 
for the feeding of poultry. In. tht 
same laboratory processed feathers 
are being tested as a conditioning 
agent in mixed organic fertilizers, 
in the preparation of plaster retard- 
ers and the manufacure o! plastic 
articles. ad * pre 

The process consists of a cooker, 
drier and grinder. Feathers are 
cooked under pressure in saturated 
steam at a temperature of 287. to 
307 degrees F. To obtain uniform 
heating, the feathers aré agitated 
during cooking. pleas

Why feed perfectly good grain 
to lazy hens when it could be used 
for human food? Do you know that 
these non-laying hens consume 5 
to 8 pounds of costly feed a month? 
Why not freeze these loafers who 
are slowly draining the country’s 
grain supply? With these frozen 
chickens in your home freezer, a 
chicken dinner will present no prob- 
lem when unexpected company 
drops ia. 8 

To kill birds, use @ pointed blade 
that tapers from a with of 4 inch 
rig handle to a t. Hang the 
fowl at a convenient height and 
press lightly against the bones in 
the neck as the blade passes through 
the jugular vein, This method in- 
sures rapid, thorough bleeding.

Seald the birds in water about 
128 degrees F. for 20 to 50 seconds 
depending on the agg of the bird. 
This leaves the skin in good con- 
dition; whereas scalding at a higher 
temperature makes picking faster 
but tends to make the skin look 
blotchy and. unattractive. Chill the 
birds in ice water or chill room 
immediately after they are scalded 
and picked.

Non-laying hens are likely to be 
big boned; therefore, the meaty 
and bony pieces should be separ- 
ated in order to prevent. a waste 
of storage space. Disjoint the 
chickens; separate the meaty pieces, 
which include breasts, thighs, and 
legs. Bones may be removed from 
the legs and only the meat stored 
to preserve space. The back, wings 
and necks may be made into fasty 
ereamed chicken,

Birds must be packaged in mo‘s- 
ture-proof, vapor-resistant wrappers 
which can be sealed tightly. Use 
medium or small containers accord- 
ing to your family's needs. Cartons 
may be labeled with the iate and 
contents. A fold of cellophane 
should be placed between the 
pieces before packing to prevent 
sticking together. Frozen chicken 
may be cooked without thawing in 
either stew or fricassee.

Ancient Pottery 
Found In Israel 


Pottery from the first Jewish 
kingdom to the Herodian epoch was 
discovered when excavators opened 
an ancient rock-hewn cistern in 
the northeastern corner of the Na- 
tivity Church in Bethlehem. 

The excavators belonged to the 
British-staffed Department of An- 
tiquities of the Hashemite Jordan 
government which is carrying out 
restoration work at the famous 
shrine. 

According to the excavators, the 
cistern corresponds far more to the 
“David's well” mentioned in the 
Old Testament than the cistern in 
western Bethlehem which is usually 
claimed to be the historic well. 

They said that the close con- 
nection between the cistern and the 
Nativity grotto tends td*confirnr the 
tradition that the grotto was a sub- 
terranean stable. The cistern has 
seemingly been untouched since 
the Roman destruction of Bethe- 
hem in 70 A.D.

As the first 

great professional 

goalie, Georges Vezina 

set an all-time example 

for those who followed. Moving like a 
gigantic cat in goal, the “Silent 
Habitant’ invariably forced the at- 
tacker to make his ‘play’, then 
flashed his goal stick a fraction faster 
than light and turned away the puck. 


The fabulous Vezina literally died 
in his goal. Suffering from tubercu- 
losis, he insisted on playing the night 
of November 28th, 1925, in a league 
game against Pittsburgh, Holding his 
net throughout the first period, with a 
face as white as chalk, Vezina left 
the ice with his team. In the dressing 
room he suffered a severe arterial 
haemorrhage, but again insisted on 
standing in goal as the second period 
began. Then, as the puck fell from 
the referee's hand, the giant goal- 
keeper toppled to the ice! He died 
some months later at his home in 
Chicoutimi and the great goalkeeping 
tradition began.

Whole World Needs 


Spring-Cleaning 


Most of us are probably carrying 
around a quarter of a pound of dust 
picked up by our clothes, according 
to the National Federation of Dyers 
and Cleaners. 

Nature is responsible for most of 
it, and distributes dust in various 
ways. 

For instance, dust is carried from 
the world’s deserts by the wind and 
scattered in other areas. 

In a wind-storm at the beginning 
of the century it was estimated that 
nearly two million tons of dust from 
the Sahara were blown across) the 
Mediterranean to Europe, some of 
it being carried 2,500 miles. 


Some of the most fertile soils in 
the world have been formed by 
wind-blown dust accumulating for 
thousands of years. 

These deposits are called loess, 
are 700 feet thick in some 
parts. 

Burnt-out Meteors 


High up in the air a vast amount 


of dust fesults from  burnt-out 
meteors entering the earth's at- 
mosphere. 


Scientists analysed the dust found 
on the benches of a laboratory that 
had been sealed up for twenty 
years, 

They found that some of it had 
come from outer space in the form 
of tiny metallic particles so small 
that the sealing of the room had 
made no difference to their entry. 

Volcanic eruptions are another 
natural cause of dust. The eruption 
of Krakatoa in the _ East Indies 
threw about four’ cubic miles of 
dust into the air, 

This was carried into the higher 
layers of the stratosphere and stay- 
ed there for two or three years, 
travelling many times round the 
earth before settling—perhaps on 
your suit,

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‘Believe The Earth Flat 


How round is the world? Four 
young scientists have gone to the 
wilds of the outbacks of Australia 
to check up on it, using highly sen- 

* sitive equipment loaned by Cam- 
bridge University. 

Check stations are being set up 
at intervals of 300 to 500 miles, and 
among the equipment used are pen- 
dulums accurate to one ten-mil- 
lionth of a second. They are tuned 
regularly to the U.S. Standards 
bureau time signals broadcast from 
Washington. 

So sensitive ig the apparatus that 
a single spot of rust on a pendulum 
would nullify the calculations. 

The information gained will call 
for study that will take two years 
te complete. 

But one thing is certain now; 
whatever the scientists’ conclusions 
may be, the “flat-earthites” will be 
just as unimpressed as ever. 

Persistent Race. 


It seems incredible that in the 
‘twentieth century there are still 
people who believe the earth is flat. 
The fact is there are plenty of them 
writes E. R. Yarham in “Answers.” 

The Personal Column in “The 
Times” of August 14th, 1945, car- 
ried this announcement: “Earth is 
Flat, believers please write (names 
not divulged).-—-Write-——” 

These people called themselves 
“Zetetics,” a word which means 
“proceeding by inquiry,” which is 
just the very thing their opponents, 
the “round-carthers,” say they are 
not doing. But that doesn’t alter 
the fact that they are convince 
they are right. 

William Carpenter, of Baltimore, 
U.S.A., wrote a book entitled “One 
Hundred Proofs that the World is 
Not a Globe.” It has gone into at 
least a dozen editions, and has a 
map of the world which professes 
to prove that the earth is a plane, 
with the land stretched out above 
the waters. 

Many of its proofs are ingenious 
and interesting, and the whole com- 
pilation is a wonderful example of 
how the human mind can adapt it- 
(self to the demands of a precon- 
ceived idea in spite of the findings 
of science. 

These flat-earthites are a curi- 
ously persistent race. In the ‘eighties 
of last century a certain William 
Hampden was their protagonist, 
and he spent a fortune in- the hope- 
less cause. 

By 1905, Lady Blount had taken 
over the leadership. “If the people 
ef the Antipodes, do hang head 
downwards, why don't they do it 
when they come to London?” she 
asked at a meeting in Exeter Hall.

sidered unanswerable. 

One questioner, full of wrath, 
rose up and asked: “Can you deny 
that if you start from Liverpool 
and keep travelling due West or 
East you will find . yourself in 
Liverpool again?”

like a cylinder,” 


“Oblate Spheroid” 


Typically Shavian, of course, and 
many angry letters reached him as 
a result of this blasphemy against 
scientific orthodoxy. This widely 
held scientific theory is, to use the 
technical term, that the earth is an 
“oblate spheroid.” This means that 
it is not a perfect sphere, but flat- 
tened at the gees. The view of 
primitive Man ‘was that the earth 
was a flat plane, or a circular disc. 

The profound minds of the 
Greeks began to penetrate the 
mystery and with Newton and the 
highly accurate apparatus now 
available to observers, the theory 
has been proved to most people’s 
satisfaction. 


Strange Cargoes 
Animal Stowaways 


There are plenty of stowaways 
in the animal world.Thig is evident 
from the large number \that come 
to light at various $; most 
of them taken from cOWsignments 
of fruit or graih newly-drrived from 
some tropical country. 

One of the most frequent stow- 
aways is the bird-eating spider of 
South America, which usually 
chooses to travel among fruit sent 
from that country; but there are 
also records of lizards, beetles, 
mice, tree-frogs, and even quite 
large snakes coming in similar 
fashion. 

One of the toughest was a lizard 
which went over from Africa, hid- 
den away among some bales of 
esparto grass (used in the making 
of paper). 

On arrival in England the grass 
went to a big paper. mill up in the 
north, where it remained untouched 
for about three months. When at 
length the bales were opened, out 
scuttled the lizard, in as good a 
condition, apparently, as he had 
been when he quitted his African 
shores several months previously! 

There was, also, the little Moor- 
ish gecko or lizard which went, 
over recently from the same part 
of the world. 

In this case a cargo-boat had 
arrived at the London Docks with 
a freight of bones. As there were 
many rats on board, professional 
rat-catchers were called in, and 
while working down in a hold they 
saw the gecko. They caught it and 
later sent it to the London Zoo. 

The Zoo authorities were surpris- 


‘ed at the excellent condition of this 


stowaway. He was so fat and well- 
fed that it was some time before 
he could be persuaded to take a 
meal. 


*@But the secret of his condition , 


was not so very hard to guess. The 
bone cargo had attracted thousands 
of flies, and the gecko had doubt- 
less done himself very well on 
these. 

Snakes can go for long periods 
on very little food, and, as “stow- 
aways” among bananas, occasion- 
ally undergo lengthy fasts. 

Most of these reptiles only come 
to light when the fruit is being 
cut up in warehouses before being 
sent out to the retailers, as was 
the case not long ago when a boa-

would wish to keep as a pet) had a 
much longer run for its money. It 
was not discovered until the fruit 
in which it lay. was placed in a 
cellar beneath a fruit dealers shop. 
When found, and identified by a 
local naturalist, its fate was sealed; 
it was killed on the spot, despite 
the appeals of the storekeeper’s 
little daughter that she might “play 
with it.” 

Few stowaways have much mone- 
tary value, but once a small insect 
called an opal tortoise beetle arrived 
among fruit from the West Indies. 
Shaped somewhat like a tortoise, it 
was no bigger than a halfpenny, but 
it looked like a living gem, so dazz- 
ling were its colours. 

It was soon sold to the Zoo, 
where for a time it was displayed 
in an illuminated glass’ cylinder 
which showed off its beauty to 
perfection, 

Another stowaway which had 
some intrinsic value turned up not 
long ago at Southhampton Docks. 
This. was a tiny piebald mouse, 


. called a Sumichrast’s night mouse, 


because the) species rarely moves 
about by day. 

This one did, however. As soon 
as he knew he was spotted he fled. 
But: the unpackers were quicker 
than he was, ‘and soon had him 
safely “in custody.” 

Hunt Organised 

A tropical spider found not long 
ago at London Docks was sent 
to the Zoo together with a bundle 
of tiny eggs which it was carrying 
between its foretegs. 

Because she was, plainly about to 
become a mother, this new arrival 
was kept under observation at the 
insect house laboratory. She hatch- 
ed her brood soon afterwards. 

And what a job that gave the 
curator! As soon as the baby spiders 
were on their legs they began run- 
ning all over the place. Several got 
out of the house, and a hunt had 
to be organised to round them up. 

One of the largest animal stow- 
aways was a Diana monkey, and 
the odd thing about this animal 
was that it had gone to England 
as the pet of a human stowaway, 

Its owner, a Spanish sailor, was 
found, with his monkey, when the 
vessel berthed, ang both were taken 
in charge. Unfortunately that was 
where the sailor and his pet had to 
part company, temporarily. Police 
took the man off to jail and de- 
posited his monkey at the Zoo.

The distinguish- 
ed Israeli diplomat, Aubrey Eban, 
and Robert Nathan, Jewish Agency 
economist, will be the guests of the 
National Conference for Israel. 

The conference is being convened 
for the purpose of calling upon 
every Jewish community in Canada 
to collect quickly outstanding 
pledges, to intensify support for 
campaigns and to. set early dates 
for the 1951 campaign... The spon- 
sors of the national conference point 


to Israel’s need for private capital 


investment, government aid to 
Israel and the proceeds of voluntary 
campaigns on a larger scale than 
heretofore. The conference will 
decide on the goal for 1951 United 
Israel Appeal and the setting up 
of machinery to implement the re- 
solutions adopted. 

The urgency of this conference 
was emphasized at a meeting of 
the Canadian delegates to the re- 
cent Washington Confegence on 
Israel Reconstruction. The Zionist 
organizations of Canada requested 
the Canadian Jewish Congress to 
convene such a conference. After 
the Congress executive voted to 
take the leadership on this ques- 
tion the Canadian Committee of 
Welfare Funds was invited to act 
ax co-sponsors.

“Full employment of men and 
resources is a sympton of econ- 
omic strength in peaceiime. It) 
means however that any additional 
demands upon the economy c&n_ be 
met only by curtailing demand else- 
where. This means. that the addi- 
tional demand upon our> economy | 
arising out of rearmafment must be | 
met by cutting back our normal 
peacetime demand for capital and 
consumption goods. | 

COST OF REARMAMENT 

“This curtailment of peacetime 
demand is the cost of wartime re- 
armament. This cost cannot be post- | 
poned. It must be met at once, And | 
the fundamental problem. of war) 
economics is to ensure that only | 
the leas: essential part of peace- | 
time demand is thus curtailed. 

“In this way we can reduce the} 
dislocation of our economy caused 
by new armament expenditure. If} 
we can reduce this dislocation we 
can increase the effectiveness of our 
war effort and at the same time we 
can ensure that the freedom we aim | 
to defend will in fact be preserved. 

‘What part of peacetime demand 
can most economically be sacrificed | 
to the needs of defence? 

“There ate broadly three areas of 
demand ‘a which cut-hacks might | 
conceivably be made. They are (1) | 
the demand by consumots, especi- | 
ally for durable’ goods; (2) the de- | 
mand by business for materials}

INCOME: TAKES 
COULD BECOME 
TWO-EDGED SWORD 


The most powerful weapon in 
-the fight against inflation is gen- 
erally supposed to be a stiff in- 
crease in the income tax. But the 
test of efficiency must be that 
any income tax increase shall 
penalize spending and reward 
saving. 

Such a criterion would ‘rule 
out drastic increases in corporate 
taxes, especially excess profits 
taxes, tend to encourage waste 
in management; and, in addition, 
excess profits taxes are arbitrary 
in their impact and inflationary 
in their final effect. 

The personal income tax is 
itself a blunt instrumént that 
may hit spenders and savers 
alike; nevertheless it may prove 
to be the only weapon with suff- 
cient power to check spending, 
even though in the: process some 
saving is hit as well. 

To minimize these faults, and 
to ensure fairness, I would sug- 
gest that any increase in income 
tax burdens should recognize: 
(1) that an effective attack upon 
inflationary spending can only 
be made by broadening the tax 
base through lower personal ex- 
emptions; (2) that equity de- 
mands the vigorous reduction of 
income tax evasion, now all too 
apparent outside the fixed wage 
and salary group; (3) that equity 
and efficiency alike demand the 
exemption from income tax, 
wherever. possible, of the bona 
fide saving of the public. In its 
simplest form, this might include 
the limited exemption of. insur- 
ance premiums and of net pur- 
chases of savings bonds over the 
year. 

“T am aware that to implement 
the third suggestion may be 
work for a genius in political 
and social invention; but, if so, 
we should be looking for him. 
Otherwise, as tax rates rise, the 
blunt instrument of the income 
tax may become a dangerous and 
perverse weapon that penalizes 
saving even more than it penal- 
izes spending. 

The failure to exempt saving 
when income taxes are very high 
will not only reduce their power 
to prevett inflation in the short 
run, but may in the long run 
prove a positive danger to demo- 
cracy itself. The extremes of 
“left? and ‘right” in the world 
today are mediated in the great 
democracies by a strong middle 
class. It woufd be a tragedy 
indeed if democracy should per- 
ish because, in the supposed 
interest of its own defence, it 
liquidated this guardian. of demo- 
cratic institutions.

The sad. t ings that are happen- 
ing to the Englishman’s breakfast 
egg are only a part of the perplex- 
ing situation facing the British 
farming industry at the beginning 
of this new year 1951. 

_.To take the egg problem first— 
the fact is, tht roughly speaking, 
there are only enough eggs in shops 
these days for about one egg Per 
week per person. And those 50,000,- 
000 eggs a week are none too fresh. 

Some housewives refuse to serve 
a boiled egg unless they can obtain 
them off the ration from a country 
friend, But the trouble is that coun- 
try friends are increasingly tight- 
fisted with their eggs.

It has happened this way. Under 
the “fair shares for all system,” 
the. government has worked out an 
ingenious and complicated plan to 


siphon eggs frofi the \producers to 


the official governmgyt buying 
agencies with as lit cakage as 
possible. 


An elaborate and inevitably costly 
piece of bureaucratic machinery has 
been built up which provides 
smoot; going for the producer, but 
has almost eliminated really fresh 


eggs.

To show how it works I will 
give my own experience as a small- 
scale egg producer, Last year we 


. sold 12,700 eggs to the government 


kind they have to bake the enamel ' 


on newly-painted automobiles—to 
keep the chicks warm and cosy. In 
tests conducted down in Delaware 
baby chicks were placed in a re- 
frigerated room 12 degrees below 
zero Fahrenheit. With infra-red 
lamps as the only souce of heat, it 
was found that the chicks thrived 
under the heat lamps even at this 
fow temperature.

As a result of these tests, a large 
poultry farm installed an infra-red 
heating system in its new 20,000 
chicken broiler house using 228 
lamps placed 19 inches above the 
floor, As-the chicks grew and re- 
quired less heat the lamps were 
raised. The heat output is regulated 
by a thermostat. 
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packing station and had no parti- 
cular wish from a business point 
of view to sell them to anyone else. 
The government sends round its 
own collection truck every Tuesday. 
It provides the boxes to pack the 
eggs ir. All we have to do is to 
fill up the boxes and receive the 
check for the collection of the week 
before.

What is more, the government 
buyer has been paying us five s il- 
lings a dozen and selling them in 
shops at four shillings a dozen. 
The difference is paid for out of 
food subsidies. 

But the government’s hand goes 
deeper still into our egg produc- 
tion. Our chicken-feed rations, 
which are strictly controlled, are 
calculated from the egg production 
figures which the government keeps 
as a result of the eggs we sell to it. 

It is all so easy. The govern- 
ment is, in fact, doing a good deal 
of our account keeping for us. We 
are anxious to send as many ¢ggs 
as possible to the state packing 
station.

If someone asks can we let them 
have some eggs, we are apt to 
étand on one leg and say hesitat- 
ingly, “Well, yes, but we ave to 
charge you a shilling more than 
you would pay in the shops.

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Will Inflation 
Wreck Us? 


Further serious inflation will un- 
dermine Canada’s morale and_ its 
entire defence program, Bruce Hut- 
chison writes in a recent issue 
of Maclean’s in an article, “Are We 
Heading for a 20-Cent Dollar?” 

The sharp drop in buying power 
of the Canadian dollar in the past 
three years ig’ revealed’ in an ac- 
companying article by Sidney Mar- 
golius: when controls were lifted 
in 1947 the dollar was worth 79 
cents compared with its 1939 value; 
at the end of 1950 it had stumped to 
58 cents. 

By inflation, Canada and other 
free countries can wreck them- 
selves, destroy their present econ- 
omic systems and lose the fight 
against Communism, says Hutchi- 
son. “It can become our Achilles’ 
heel and Stalin’s secret weapon. He 
knows that but so’far we don’t.” 

“We have denounced the Social- 
ists of Britain whenever they pro- 
posed a capital levy—but (with 
inflation) we have enforced a. fer- 
ecious levy of our own. We have 
selected as our victim the man who 
has saved his money, bought Vic- 
tory Bonds, prepared to keep him- 
self in old age instead of living on 
the public. 


"We have the 


exempted from 


capital levy the speculator who was 
smart enough to buy goods like real 
estate or the claim of goods in the 
form of common stocks, The valué 
of these things in money has risen 
as the value of money has fallen. 

“We have robbed the saver, the 
pensioner and the ‘widow while the 
investor, the speculator and the or- 
ganized wage earner (who in the 
main has kept wages abreast of 
living costs) have gone scot free.” 

The Canadian government thus 
has committed an act for which an 
individual could be put in jail, says 
Hutchison, “and has committed it at 
our command.” 


« ‘The Canadian government is de- 


termined to avoid total or partial 
price controls to curb inflation “but 
the U.S. is slithering into them day 
by day—and U.S. controls are po- 
litically irresistible here, 

“Unless this slide is soon arrested 
the American economy will be un- 
der wartime government controls 
within a year. Thus the greatest 
danger of all is that we shall repeal 
the free society of America for a 
temporary emergency when we face 
in fact perhaps decades of cold war; 
that, having established a_ totali- 
tarian economy in the name of dem- 
ocra¢y, we shall be unable to 
liquidate it in 10 or 2C years when 
everyone is geared to it.” 

To escape this prospect and to 
check inflation now, Hutchison sug- 
gests the Canadian public support 
measures to: hold purchasing pow- 
er to the level of production; cut 
government spending on non-de- 
fence items; drastically increase 
taxes; raise interest rates on loans 
to. curb private spending; reduce 
consumer. credit, : 

As for whats happened to the 
dollar itself,, Margolus points out 
that the average Canadian family is 
living better than it lived in 1939 
but not as well as it lived in 1945 
at the peak of the wartime boom. 


“If you parcelled the total income 
in 1939 among every Canadian, each 
had $386. In 1945 the per capita 
income had- zoomed to $804 and in 
1949 to $948. But the 1945 average 
income would buy $671 worth of 
goods at 1939 prices and in 1949 it 
could still buy 4589 worth. That 
means the average Canadian has 
about 50% more buying power than 
before the war and 12% less than in 
1945,” 

The average Canadian indus- 
trial worker earned $20.11 a week 
in 1939, $31.23 in 1945 and by mid- 
1950 he was getting $43.50. Ac- 
cording to the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, he’s about 25% better 
off in real earnings than in 1939, 
But his present wages will buy him 
no more than $31.07 did in 1945. 

Canadians can ‘expect to pay 
higher prices in 1951 for goods 
containing steel, wool, tin, rubber 
and most metals, says Margolius. 
And by spring suits, cpats, shoes 
and some cotton items will cost 
more.
